WAR OF 1812 ISSUES 

The origins of the United States government's paper currency go 
back not to the Civil War, but to the Constitutional Convention of 
1787. While the Convention adopted stringent measures to prevent 
state issues of coin or paper money, the Convention came to a Mexican 
standoff on the subject of a Federal paper currency. A Madison- 
backed draft allowing such issues, provided they were not a legal 
tender, was defeated, by 9 states to 2. An attempt by Gouveneur 
Morris to enact a flat prohibition against all Federal bills of credit was 
also sent down to defeat. 

While Walter Breen suggests this state of affairs was due to 
cowardice or stupidity, the evidence supports neither view. All the 
convention members were well familiar with the potential abuses of a 
government paper money. They were also only too well aware that 
without the Continental notes the American Revolution could have 
been lost before it got fairly underway. By not expressly sanctioning 
such notes they hoped to head off clamors for Federal issues; and by 
not expressly prohibiting such notes they hoped to leave them 
available in case of a crisis. 

The emergency which they anticipated came rather sooner than 
expected and while many of them were yet alive, Madison himself 
being President Congress's failure to vote internal taxes, and to renew 
ti»e charter of the First Bank of the United States, left the United States 
dependent on loans to carry on the war. As bond sales were inad¬ 
equate, a bill was introduced in the House at Secretary Gallatin's 
suggestion calling for the issue of $5 million in 5.4% treasury notes. 
This proposal, slightly modified, was enacted into law on June 30, 
1812 and resulted in the use of $100 and $1000 notes, which did not, 
perforce, see much use as a currency. 

On February 25,1813, a new $5 million note issue was authorized to 
replace the June 1812 issues which would shortly be falling due. These 
notes, in the same denominations, also circulated very little. 

However, by the Act of March 4, 1813, the denominations were so 
far altered as to provide for a $20 note. There is evidence that Governor 
Blount, among others, helped fill up these notes so that they could 
circulate, for they were very popular with those having remittances to 
make outside their own area as they were not subject to the same 
exchange ("shaving") charges as state bank notes. This $10 million act 
merely paid off the proceeding acts. 

On December 26, 1814, the urgent need for more cash in the 
Treasury resulted in a further authorization for $7.5 million plus 
another $3 million in lieu of the various unsaleable bond issues. These 
notes were also to be in $1000, $100 and $20 notes at 5.4%, the last 
denomination being the lowest allowed. 

On February 24,1815, the last act of the series called for the issue of 
$25 million to help finish paying for the war. Notes were authorized in 
amounts of $3, $5, $10, $20 and $50 and were denominated "small", 
bore no interest and were fundable in 7% stock. The large notes, $100 
and up (only the $100 note was used) were to bear 5.4% interest and 
were fundable into 6% bonds. 

According to the official records of the United States Treasury only 
$100 of the June 12,1812; $900 of the February 25,1813, $43,160 of the 
March 4,1814; $41,030 of the December 24,1814 and $2061 of the small 
February 24,1815 notes are now outstanding. Most of the survivors are 
unissued proof notes distributed to the banks and customs officers for 
comparison purposes against counterfeiting. Such notes, all made by 
Murray, Draper, Fairman and Company, are essentially the only relics 
we have of the first Federal paper money currency.
